Farmers of Alberta, represen- 
tative of five. thousand of the 
most progressive. farmers of the 
province, adupted. the principle 
of .combining the agricultural 
college and the “university, ° 

For months. the question of 
agricultural education has been 
practically paramount in the 

rovince. Articles giving ex- 
Sresslorr to conflicting views. on 
‘the subject have been written to 
the press. Scarcely a conven- 
tion has beer. held where the 
subject was not raided. The gov- 
ernment and the university sen- 
ate had decided that the edu- 
cational interests of the province 
depended on the including of 
agricultural-curriculum.’ This 
stand was firmly taken but at 
times the opposition was so 
strong that it was doubtful where 
it would ultimately end. - 
*. The United Farmers of Alberta 
incorporated the- question in the 
list of resolutions which came be- 
fore the convention held in Ed- 
monton in January. It was tem- 
porarily disposed of by having it 
referred to the executive. The 
executive was co determine the 
line of action afd -to mect with 
the government to ‘attempt a 
settlement of the question once 
‘and forvall, 


RESOLUTION IS SIGNIFICANT. 


The U. F. A. executive met in 
Edmonton on Thursday evening 
Before’ the meeting ‘rose: a reso- 
lution. was. drafted for presen-. 
tation to the government. This 
resolution, was significant, It 
represented the-attitude of the 
strongest farmers’ organization 
in’ the province on a most vital 
educational issue. If it met with 
the approval of the government 


‘all factions would see eye to eye 


and a harmonious educational 
policy for the province waquld en- 
Bue. 

An appointment was made Fri- 
day afternoon and every member 
of the provincial cabinet was 
The resolution sub- 
mitted-read as follows: 4 

‘*Having considered the matter 
of the agricultural college we do 
recommend to the government 
that there should be established 
in connection with the agricul- 
tural college in various parts of 
the province agricultural schools 
with practical demonstration 
farms attached thereto, such 
achools to take up the practical 
farm work, and the students to 
reside on the farms, the final 
course tobe taken at the agri- 
cultural college, and we further 
recommend that the farmers be 
given a fair and equitable 
representation on the governing 
bodies of the university, and in 
the event’ of these recommen- 
dations being carried out we 
agree to the principle of vombin- 
ing the agricultural college and 
the university.

in addressing the delegation, said 
that it was fully in accord with 
the system of agricultural edu- 
cation which the university and 
the education department had de- 
vised all along.'. There had been 
a misunderstanding, but now that 
the farmers’ representatives had} 
definitely stated their views, it 


was evident that both the gov- 


ernment’ and the farmers were 


working to the same end. Assur- 
ance was given that the resolution 
would-be carried into effect. 


In an interview granted to the 


Capital after the delegation had 
retired, the. premier referred to 
the proposed amendments. to the 
University Act which would come 
before the next session of the 
Legislature.. He said it was pro- 
posed to have a Board of Direc- 
tors in addition to the senate to 
direct the affairs of the univer- 
sity. The senat» was to be com- 
posed principally of the heads of 
the various faculties and _ the 
Deputy Minister of Agriculture, 
and was to determine the univer- 
sity curriculum in all its depart- 
ments. On the other hand the 
Board of Directors was to di- 
rect the material welfare of the 
University. -All matters pertain- 
ing to finance, to the construction 
of buildings and thé laying out of 
ane grounds were to’be left to 
i :

.| given the farmers of the province 
on either the Senate or the Board 
of Directors? The Capital learns 
that this was not determined at 
the meeting, but after leaving the 
government buildings the U.F.A. 
executive gathered to discuss the 
question. It was decided that the 
farmers of Alberta would ask for 
representative on the Senate and 
representation to the extent of 
one-third cf the members of the 
Board of Directors. As it is 
understood thot the Board of Di- 
rectors shall consist of twelve 
members, this means that four 
are to be representatives of the 
agricultural interests of the 
province. The formal request to 
this end. will be made to the gov- 
ernment at a later date. 

The plan of the proposed agri- 
cultural education for Alberta 
may be easily determined. Agri- 
culture is to be taught in the 
primary, secondary and advanced 
stages. The public schools will 
teach the elements as far as is 
possible. The farmer’s son, after 
completing the public school 
‘course may enter one of the agri- 
cultural schools where he will 
have an opportunity of residing 
on the farm during the school 
term and engage in farm work 
under expert instruction and 
practical demonstration. From 
the agricultural school he may 
graduate into the agricultural 
college, where he will continue 
his studies in scientific agricul- 
ture and at the same time enjoy 
all the privileges of university 
life. He will be able to graduate 


y|from the university an expert 


agriculturist.

How -the British Navy Pro- 
tects Canadians. 


Nearly forty years ago, before 
Canadian capitalists had turned 
their attention to -Spanish- 
America, writes Watson Griffin in 
February Busy Man’s; a Can- 
adian by the name of McGee, a 
naturalist of no mean attainments, 
went from Montreal to Central 
America to make certain studies 
there, and eventually settled on 
the west coast of the Republic of 
Guatemala at the little town of 
San Jose, the port of entry for 
the capital city... He was shortly 
afterward appointed British con- 
sular agent at San Jose. The 
position was not a lucrative one, 
but it had its honor and gave him 
time to pursue his studies. One 
evening in the year 1871 Mr. Mc- 
Gee was entertaining a few 
friends when a messenger came 
from the commandant at the 
port, saying he wished to see 
him. McGee replied: 

‘Kindly give my compliments 
to the commandant and tell him 
it is impossible for me to go at 
present, but I will be over to see 
him as early in the evening as 
possible.’’ 

Shortly afterward the mee- 
senger returned and said: ‘‘The 
commandant demands your im- 
; Mediate presence and says to tell 
lyou if you do not at once appear 
before him he will place you 
under arrest.’’ 

McGee told the messenger that 
he would see the Commandant 
in a hotter place than San Jose 
before he would comply with 
such a threatening order, and if 
the Commandant wished to see 
him immediately he had better 
come himself. 

The Commandant did come, 
but with a body of- soldiers, and 


carrying McGee off to military 
prison, ordered that he should 
receive fifty stripes on the naked 
back. Asan actual fact McGee 
received fifty-one stripes and 
lay almost at death’s door for 
several months at the home of 
another Canadian, Mr. Stanley 
MecNider, of Guatemala City. He 
owed his life to the careful nurs- 
ing of Mr. and Mrs. MecNider, 
who, like himself, were natives of 
Montreal. 

Meantime, however, the British 
Minister at Guatemala was active. 
He at once cabled the Home 
Office and immediately came a 
reply that a British cruiser then 
lying off Puntarenas, Costa Rica, 
had been ordered to San Jose, 
and would be there within forty- 
eight hours, and instructions were 
that if during the iuterim the 
Guatemalian Government had not 
made official apology, not only 
to the British Government, but 
also to McGee, and agreed to pay 
McGee five hundred pounds ster- 
ling for each and every stripe re- 
ceived, a total of about one hun- 
dred and twenty-five thousand 
dollars, San Jose should be 
taken. Before the British war- 
ship arrived the official apologies 
were given, immediate payment 
of the money offered and the 
Commandant reduced to the 
ranks and imprisoned. McGee 
did not accept the money, but he 
afterwards pointed out that the 
facilities for shipping and land- 
ing goods at San Jose were in- 
adequate and that if ne were 
given exclusive dockage rights 
he could secure capital to provide 
proper facilities. The Government 
of Guatemala granted him the 
exclusive rights asked for and he 
disposed of them to the Campania
